PROHIBIT REVOLVERS 




The Vancouver Sun referring to the 
serious shooting accidents in Van¬ 
couver, says that some concerted and 
vigorous effort should be made to pre¬ 
vent the carrying of revolvers through¬ 
out the dominion. There is no reason 
why an honest citizen should want to 
carry a revolver, for if he has any 
reason to fear assault he can easily 
avail himself of police protection. 
The fact that a man does carry a gun 
is pretty good prima facie* evidence 
that he is arming himself to break 
laws and not to protect them. The 
laws against gun carrying should be 
made rigid and strict enough to per¬ 
mit periodical and wholesale police 
drives against that community menace 
the gun toter. 


NOXIOUS WEEDS 


To the casual observer who travels 
about this country, it is painfully evi¬ 
dent that noxious weeds are fast 
spreading over the entire country. 
Tumbling mustard and stinkweed in 
prolific growth may be seen alhng the 
headlands of some farms, and no ap¬ 
parent effort is being made to de¬ 
stroy this weed, with the result that 
the autumn months will see this plant 
carried along in a rollicking manne; 
by the prevailing winds over the clean 
well kept farms of careful farmers, 
spreading seed along its path. On the 
trail leading south from Blackie on 
past Frunkburg there are patches ot 
weeds that should be condemned and 
the owners compelled to cut them 
down before they ripen. Now is the 
time to act.

GOOD ROADS MOVEMENT 


Alberta with less than 600,000 
people has 166,000 miles of road of all 
kinds. We want to make a start on 
some form of permanent road. Con¬ 
crete is out of the question for that 
costs shout $1000 a mile. Gravelled 
roads would do very nicely. They 
sre much cheaper and the cost of up¬ 
keep would not amount to annual in¬ 
terest charges on the cost of concrete. 
The Alberta-Montana Highway Asso¬ 
ciation, working from-a gravelled ail- 
weather road connecting Edmonton 
and Butte through Calgray, High 
River, Lethbridge and Great Falls has 
the right idea.

THIRSTY AT EDMONTON 


Kev. E. S. Bishop, in charge of the 
enforcement of the Alberta Liquor 
Act, and R. B. Douglas, chief vendor 
of the province, have beconra convinc¬ 
ed against their wills that 'oootleggers 
are very active in central and south¬ 
ern Alberta. The chief vendor gave 
out figures yesterday showing that 
(he sales at the Edmonton liquor store 
were $22,540 as against only $4,425 in 
Calgary for-the month of June. In 
other words, Edmonton residents 
bought five times as much liquor of¬ 
ficially from the government as Cal¬ 
gary people. But the government of¬ 
ficials say they think just as much 
liquor was bought in’Calgary. But it 
is easier, and cheaper to procure in 
that city from bootleggers who bring 
it in from British Columbia, than 
from the government store where it 
has to be bought on a' physician’s 
prescription.

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PRESIDENT’S VISIT 


ALBERTA BULLETIN 


The People of Vancouver Extended 
Hearty Oreetlnee to Proeidont 
Harding on Occasion 
Of Visit 


I ss u e d by Publicity Commissioner of 
Alberta 


It is estimated that between lu.OOn 
and 12,000 men will be needed tot Lite 
harvest fields in Alberta commencing 
about August 10 or 12. The labor 
department of the government, under 
Walter Smitten, commissioner of la¬ 
bor, is now canvassing all possible 
sources of supply of such labor. Har¬ 
vest excursions will begin to arrive 
in Winnipeg on August 7,and others 
will reach there August 10, 16, 18, 21. 
Alberta will get a considerable'num¬ 
ber from these excursions, and it is 
estimated that 2,000 or 3,000 men can 
be secured from B. C. The labor de¬ 
partment is making a special appeal 
to all employers in the province to re¬ 
lease as many of their employees i.s 
pbssible for the harvest fields. Men 
will be needed from August 10 onward 
and employers who can release em¬ 
ployees, and employees themselves 
are asked to register with the near¬ 
est government employment bureau, 
which will see that the hands ate 
placed. It is possible also that high 
school students ’will be asked to take 
a hand in the harvesting. _ 

Wheels of fortune and other gamb¬ 
ling devices will be barred in future 
at Alberta fairs '.according to an¬ 
nouncement from the attorney-gener¬ 
al’s department. Notice to this effect 
is to be served upon the fair associ¬ 
ations at the beginning of the year, 
in brder that there will be plenty of 
warning for next year's exhibitions. , 

Since the opening of the Banif- 
Windermere road linking up the grand 
circle tour through the Canadian and 
American Rockies, there have been 
1089 cars over the road, according to 
a statement from Ottawa, of which 
nearly 500 were American cars. At 
the auto camp in Calgary 4000 teur- 
ists have been accommodated since 
July 1st. * , 

A distinguished party of delegates 
to the British Empire Forestry Con¬ 
ference heing held in Ottawa, will 
visit the province during the latter 
part of August neactring Edmonton 
August 22. The chairman of the con¬ 
ference is Lord Lovat, and the party 
to visit Alberta includes men from all 
parts of the empire. The visitors* will 
be met at Wainwright by Premier 
Greentield and Hon. George Hoadley. 

According to an arrangement made 
with thq Canadian National "Railways, 
a shipment of 4,000 tons of Alberta 
coal, at a rate of $7 a ton, will be 
made . to .Ontario in the next few 
weeks, for'exhibition and experimen¬ 
tal purposes. The shipments will be 
made from several mines in Alberta 
under the authority of the Alberta 
government. This -arrangement is a 
result of the conference held some 
time ago between fuel board officials, 
Alberta government officials, railway 
officials and mine ojyners. Mr. How¬ 
ard Stutchbury, trade commissioner of 
the .province will have charge of the 
distribution of the coal in Ontario. 
The object is to demonstrate finally 
the feasibility of establishing Alberta 
coal as a suitable Ontario fuel. 

According to statements contained 
in the anhual report of the reclama¬ 
tion service of the department of the 
interior at Ottawa, it is possible to 
irrigate nearly 400,000 acres more 
south and east of Lethbridge, at a 
cost of about $40 an acre. The de¬ 
velopment of this area, however, de¬ 
pends on the development of reser¬ 
voir system on the Waterton, St. 
Mary’s and Milk Rivers. For the de¬ 
velopment of the Lethbridge south¬ 
eastern project the cost of reservoir 
system would be about $6.40 an acre. 

The poultry marketing service of 
ihe department of agriculture is pro¬ 
viding facilities for the handling of 
shipments of poultry from country 
points by carlot. The farmers are 
urged to co-operate in the shipment 
of their poultry to the marketing 
service in car lots since there is con¬ 
siderable saving in transportation 
charges, and the marketing service

Among those marines 
were faces of Scandinavian, Italian, 
Russian, Jrish, Scotch and Germun 
lineaments.

had an Anglo-Saxon face. Surely not 
the least service the United States 
does the world is to take all types 
and classes from Europe, pour them 
in the melting pot and turn them out 
with a predominating Anglo-Saxon 
nature. And surely, too, the common 
youth of America must be favored 
above others with anew and great 
ambition in the knowledge that for 
the least of them the salute of twen¬ 
ty-one guns might some day roar out 
and two hundred thousand people bid

Duncan Marshall, former minister 
of agriculture for Alberta, now Do¬ 
minion live stock commissioner, is 
spending this week in Alberta in or¬ 
der to personally* meet live-stock 
men and give them information about 
shipping cattle to Britain. Speaking 
of the condition of the cattle market 
in Great Britain at present, he said 
that it had dropped away a little from 
the spring price, which was abnormal.

Alberta crops are progressing sat¬ 
isfactorily towards the harvesting 
stage. Although_the,precipitation has 
diminished in most ^districts during 
the past fortnight, thehe is sufficient 
moisture in the soil to carlv the grain 
to maturity in practically air sections 
of the province. 

Practically all wheat is now headed 
ouL- and is filling rapidly and well. 
The stand of this grain in most dist¬ 
ricts is very heavy and is from four 
to five feet and even more in height. 
Oats and barley are heading out and 
promise a good yield. 

Haying is in progress over the pro¬ 
vince, and the yield of native grasses 
is very hfeavy, although the timothy 
crop will be light. The first cutting 
of alfalfa has yielded well and the 
second growth is showing a good 
stand. 

Harvesting of wheat will commence 
in a few districts in the province as 
early as August '10, but will not be 
general until between the 15th and 
20th. The weather generally speak¬ 
ing has been very warm, with a few 
showers. In one or two districts in 
the south-eastern part of the pro¬ 
vince, the hot weather has produced 
s'light drought conditions, but the 
•grain has not suffered'to any appre¬ 
ciable extent. Grasshoppers are still 
causing some trouble in a few dist¬ 
ricts in the south, and there have 
been one or two serious flights. Little 
damage, however, is reported as yet. 

Since last report damage from hail 
has been serious in some districts in a 
limited area, where -the extent of 
damage has ranged from 26 to 76 
per cent. A large number of claims 
have been received.^ the offices of 
the municipal hail board, but the ma- 
jffrity of these are for comparatively 
small amounts. The percentage of 
loss from thiB cause in the province as 
a whole will not be great. 

The latest estimate of the number 
of harvest hands needed in the pro¬ 
vince is 12,000. The department oi 
labor is exerting every effort to till 
the demand. Excursions to the west 
will commence to arrive August 7, 
and the first party will reach Alberta 
between August 8 and 10. Appeals 
to employers in the province are also 
being made to release as many em¬ 
ployees as possible for -the. harvest 
season. 

Farmers are reminded that it may 
not be possible to secure men on 
the exact date they are, needed, and 
are asked where possible to take men 
on a day or two previous to com¬ 
mencement of harvest, in order that 
they may be taken care of.

The majority of western lambs are 
sent to the market by the raisers in 
feeder condition rather than as fat 
iambs. Where this occurs the main 
profit of the lamb crop is lost. The 
experience of a number of ranchers 
and farmers, more especially during 
the last two years, in Jininshing their 
own lambs has shown that profits are 
to be made from this branch of farm 
o|>eration8. While the past two yea'- 
may have given a wider margin than 
is usual between the value of feeder 
and fat lambs, yet, ordinarily, in west¬ 
ern Canada, sufficient margin will be 
obtained to make the operation pro¬ 
fitable. 

The first requisite in the successful 
fattening of iambs for market is, 
growthy, thrifty lambs of good type. 
A stunted, unthrifty lamb, or one that 
has not been docked or castrated, no 
matter if the price be low, does not 
furnish a satisfactory basis for fee, 
ing operations as the chances are that 
if stunted when purchased he will be 
affected by intestinal parasites and, 
even if successfully treated for them, 
will consume too much feed for the 
gains made for him to be profitable 
and not docked and castrated, 
will always be subject to- a heavy 
‘discovint in price when marketed. 

Feeds commonly grown n the west 
can be used very satisfactorily foi 
fattening. Good quality alfalfa hay 
is recognized as being the most valu¬ 
able rffughage but sweet clover, oats 
or hays made from any of the grasses 
can be used to advantage. For a grain 
ration the farm-grown feeds, oats anu 
barley, are very satisfactory. These 
feeds, ground and mixed in the pro- 
portiorfof one of oats to two of bar¬ 
ley, have produced satisfactory gains 
wherever fed and, as they are readil) 
available and almost invariably cheap 
they caxi'be coriptdered as a s -mdard 
grain feed for fattening lambs. Other 
feeds will give equally satisfactory 
results but should be used Only when 
their price is sufficiently low to make 
it desirnble to use them rather than 
the oats and barley. 

The length of time that will elapse 
between putting the lambs on feed 
and the marketing ofXhem will gov¬ 
ern the weight of the Jfembs at pur¬ 
chase. Gains of front one-quarter of 
a pound to one-half pound per lamb 
are all that are likely to be obtained 
and, as the most desuable weight foi 
marketing -when finished is between 
eighty and ninety pounds, a sixty-five 
pound lamb might be purchased in 
early October and finished in good 
condition for the Christmas market 
and lighter lambs carried over for 
marketing during the months of Janu¬ 
ary, February and Min-cq. 

The roughage pa/t /Of the ration 
should be fairly constant in quantity | 
and quality during the fattening pe- j 
riod and should be ail that the lambs- 
will readily clean up. The grain ra- i 
tion should start at one-half pound I 
per day and gradually increase until | 
from a pound to a pound and a quar -1 
ter is fed daily and tnis maintained | 
until the lambs are marketed. * -

PRAIRIE FRUIT FARM 1 

(Experimental Farms Note by Win. A. 

Munro, Dominion Experimental Sia- 

tion, Rosthern, Sask.) 

Strawberries, raspberries, bind-, 
red and- white currants and native 
Manitoba plums yield remarkably well 
almost every year in Northern Saskat¬ 
chewan. Occasionally a frost in late, 
May or early June may injure The | 
blossoms or a hailstorm in July | 
August may destroy the fruit, or a] 
bad winter may killi the strawberry 
canes, but these disasters occurred 
only once in our fourteen years work 
at the Experimental Station at Ros¬ 
thern. 

Twenty rows of strawberries fifty 
feet long and three feet apart are sut- 
licient to supply a family of six will 
all the fresh strawberries they can 
use, and a block twice this size will 
furnish in addition all the canned 
strawberries the housewife cares to 
put up. Forty-eight plants of rasp¬ 
berries and a half as many each of 
ted, white and black currants planted 
four feet between plants and six feet 
between rows will furnish all of these 
fruits required by the average family. 

Now is the time to begin prepara¬ 
tions for the garden. Apply manure 
to the ground, plough deeply and 
work it well for the remainder of 
this season as summerfallow. It will 
then be in splendid condition next 
spring for planting. 

For varieties, choose Senator Dunlap 
or Dakota Strawberries, Herbert rasp¬ 
berry, Climax black currant, Long 
bunch Holland red currant and White 
Cherry white currant. These may be 
had from reliable nurseries in the 
Canadian West. 

Do not expect any fruit the same 
year as planting. If blossoms appear 
pinch them off and the plants will be 
much stronger for future production. 

A year from the time of planting, 
transplant runners to a new bed and 
so have a new strawberry patch everv 
year. 

After the raspberries have fruited 
each year cut out all the old canes 
and most of the new ones. 

Keep the currants pruned back vig¬ 
orously every year. 

After the brush fruit plantation has 
been planted for six years plant a new 
one and when- it comes into bearing 
plough the old one up. 

Plum trees develop more slowly. 
Secure young stock from the nurser¬ 
ies and plant them in a block fifteen 
feet apart each way. For a few years, 
or until the trees begin to shade the 
ground too much, the space between 
the rows may be used for vegetable 
growing. Twenty trees make a fair 
sized plantation.
